Germans Advance 
Only At One Point. 
London, J u ly

Secretary

approved 
the decision of the inspectors to

Captain Mehl and of unskillfull- 
ness a n d negligence a ga inst Pilot 
Williams. 
Conviction would c a r r y a pen­ 
alty only of loss of license,

the trial of the case shows crim ­

of the d ep artm en t of justice for 
any crim inal action t h a t might be 
deemed necessary. 
T h e loss of 
life on t h e Columbia was attrib­ 
uted to tho poor 
seamanship of 
the captain and pilot in neglect­ 
ing to hold the vessel in shallow' 
water a f t e r scraping willows on 
the shore. 
No evidence of unseaworthin ess 
was found against tile Columbia 
and the life saving eq u ip m en t was 
found to be in good condition and 
available for Immediate use. I m ­ 
proper seamanship a n d that alone 
was held responsible 
for heavy 
loss of life.

been received at the elevator thus 
far which has brought a less price 
Mr. Clary said it was true that 
in some instances 
a few cents 
more pm' bushel had been paid 
by some elevators hut that these 
purchases "were the result of the 
willingness of 
h certain number 
of millers to pay a premium for 
wheat. 
That special dem and is 
now past and the price of $2.05 
is fair. 
As a m atter of fact, elev­ 
ators in Sangam on 
county are 
paying from $2 to $2.05. a ’’cord­ 
ing to statement published yes­ 
terday in the Springfield Journal 
on the auth o rity of Logan Cole­ 
man, food ad m in istra to r tor the 
county. 
It is said that Mr. Cole­ 
man, himself owns or controls 
10,000 acres of land.
